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Continuation of 3. NOTE: While the amendments to the independent claims requiring "scanning a cell based biosensor in electrical 
communication with an electrode relative to multiple substantially separate fluid streams" is not new matter, this limitation invokes a 
definition of scanning in the paragraph bridging pages 20-21 of the specification that narrows the scope of the claim. Specifically, now the 
claim involves exposing the sensor to a PLURALITY of fluid streams from at least one channel of the substrate. Additionally, the amended 
phrase of "substantially separate fluid streams" now refers to an explicit, more narrowing definition on page 19 of the specification involving 
collimated streams in laminar flow. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments filed by applicant in the Remarks 
of 8 June 2009 are all not persuasive because each argument relies on the entry of the proposed amendments. 
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
